12. Heb. xiii. 8. As to Heb. i. 12. many learned Per- 
ſons have thought that the 1oth; 11th, and 12. Verſes 
of this Chapter are directed io Chriſt. But if the whole 
Scope and Deſign of this Chapter be thoroughly conſi- 
dered, you may be convinced, that they are applied to 
God the Father. The Deſign of the Apoſtle in this

Then the Apoſtle addreſſes 
himfelf to this God, and celebrates his Power and un- 
changeable Duration: And chou, Lord, in the” Hegin- 
ning haſt laid the Foundations of the Earth, and the 
Heavens are the Work of thy Hands: they ſfall periſh, 
but thou remaineſt; They ſhall be changed, and thy 
Years ſhall not fail. 1. It is not likely that the Apoſtle 
thould apply this to Chriſt, becauſe he had declared, 
Verf 2, that God by his Son made the Worlds, and ſo 
would be guilty of a needleſs Repetition: it is obſervable 
that the Creation of the Heavens and the Earth 3s neyer 
aſeribed immediately to the Son in ſuch Terms; but it 
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is conſtantly ſaid, that all Things were made through 


him. (John i. 3. 1 Cor. ix. 6. Epleſ. iii. .) 2. And 
Thou, Lord, is maſt naturally referred to God the Fa- 
ther, in order to eſtabliſi the higheſt Aſſurance of the 
Continuance of Chriſts Kingdom, as being given him by- 
that Supreme Lord whoſe Power and unchangeableè Na- 
ture the Pfalmiſt ſets forth: 3. This very Paſſage had 
been uſed originally for the ſame Purpoſe in the *r024 
Pſalm, namely, to infer this Concluſion; The Children 
of thy Servants ſhall continue, and their Seed fall be 
eſtabliſhed before thee.” Verſe the laſt. In like Manner 
it proves;/as here applied; that Chrift's Kingdom ſhould

from whence it is inferred, that Chriſt is equal to che 
FOO as touching his Godhead, or one God with the 
Fat . . C FOES: $2 ok 18 * IS ; 
In anſwer to this, let it be obſerved, that onr Saviour 
is never ſtyled the Creator of Heaven and Earth. We 
read in the New Teſtament, that God created all Things 
by Jeſus Chrift ; that God made the Worlds by his Sen, 
or eſtabliſhed the Ages by his Son; and that the World 
was made by him and through him. Jobn i. 3. :Colof i. 16. 
Epbeſ i. 9. Heb. i. 2. Now admitting that theſe Expreſ- 
ſions refer to the Creator of Heaven and Earth (Which 
is not abſolutely certain, there being many judicious 
Chriſtians who interpret theſe Expreſſions of a moral 
Creation of the whole World, or the Introduction of a 
new State of Things by Jeſus Chrifl) admitting, I ſay, 
the Fruth of the common Interpretation, he hi of 
the Expreſſions ſufficiently diſtinguiſhes Chriſ from the 
one God and Father of alt; he is plainly repreſented as 
an inferior Inſtrument whom God employed in the Cre- 


ation of the World. Neither is this inconſiſtent with 


what we read in the Prophet Iſaiab xliv. 24. Lam the 
Lord that maketh all Things, that ftretcheth forth the 
Heavens alone, that ſpreadeth the Earth by myſelf. 
Almighty God may conſiſtently be ſaid to be the alone 
Maker of Heaven and Earth, becauſe: he received Help 
from none; he worked by his ſupreme and underived 
Power, though he might think fit to employ-another as an 
inferior Inſtrument. I could produce many Inſtances 
ol che like Nature, where the principal Agent or Per- 
former, of any Work is mentioned in ſuch a Way, as if 
no others had any Concern in it; and, indeed, it is very 
common in all ſorts of Writers. But one remarkable 
Example of the ſame Way of ſpeaking in the Old Teſta- 
ment may be ſufficient for the preſent purpoſe. Thus 
it is ſaid with Regard to God's bringing Trae! out of 
Egypt, Deut. xxxii. 12. The Lord alone did lead him; 
vet Moſes alſo ſays, Numb. xx. 16. that the Lord had 
Tent his Angel, and had brought them out of Egypt. It

Ir. muſt now be referred to ydur Judgment, whetber 
the Holy Spirit be not a Perſon inferior to Almighty 
God, becauſe he is reprefented as proceeding from him, 
ſent by him, given by him, and acting in all Things. ac- 
cording to his ſupreme Will and Pleafure. . Again, you 
will naturally judge that te Holy Spirit is a Perſon in- 
ferior to Chriſt in his glorified State after his Reſurrec- 
tion and Aſcenſion, becauſe he is repreſented as fent by 
him from the Father, according to the Promiſe made to 
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his Diſciples juſt before hi Mn ot G47 
It is farther to be obferyed, that all in the Deſcriptions | 
we find in Scripture of the Holy Spirit, he is never en- 
preſly called God or Lord; he is never repreſented. as 
litting upon a Throne or exerciſing any regal Authorr- 
{ty ; he ſeems ta be the principal or chief of the miniſter- 
lag Spirits employed by God: and Chriſt in very high 
Otfices; & therefore it muſt be thought unwarrantabſfe 
Preſumption ta aſeribe ſupreme: Godhead to the Holy 
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_ Spirit, who though ſuperior to any Angel, is undeniably 
inferior to:Chriftand Det. 
_ _ In Oppoſition to this plain Account of the Holy Spi- 
_ rit, learned Men generally produce Ads v. 3, 4. Peter 
faid, Anarias, why hath Stan filled thine Heart to fe 
5 to the Holy Ghoſt !—Wby haſt thou conceived th's 
thing in thine Heart? Thou hat not led unto Men, 
but unto God Becauſe the fame Lie which is declared 
to be told to the Holy Ghoſt in the former Word-, is in 
the latter ſaid to be told to God, therefore it is inferred 
that the Holy Ghoſt is ſtiled God. It is very ſurprizing 
that learned Perſons ſhould make uſe of ſo weak a Pre- 
tence to prove the Godhead of the Holy Spirit. By a 
like Argument they might prove ſrom Ads. xxiii. O. 
that an Angel was ſtiled God; We find ro Evil in this 
Man: but uf a Spirit or Angel hath ſpoken to him, let vs 
rot fight againſt God. The plain Meaning is this;

he is God, for then all Sins would be unpardonable; 
dut becauſe God afforded Men the ſtrongeſt Evidence of 
his Power and Majeſty by the Works of the Spirit; and 
 confequently to revile them as Works of the Devil, mult 
be the.moſt heinous Affront, the moſt obſtinate Rebel- 
hon againſt the ſupreme Authority of Almighty God, 
who employed his Spirit in theſe extraordinary KEE: | 
rations, on purpoſe to give Mankind the molt ſatisfaQtory 
Evidence of our Lord's divine Commiſſion, 
Ad, xxviii. 25, 26, 25, Well ſpake the Holy Ghoſt 
by F/aias the Prophet unto our Fathers, ſaying, Go unto 
this People; and ſay,—and 1 ſhould heal them.

20. applied to Iſaini 
(But {/aias is very bold, ard faith, I was found of chem 
that ſought me not) therefore 1/aiah is the Lord, 1 could | 
produce many other Inftances of a like Nature. ; but this 
is ſufficient, as a clear Account may be given of the pre: 
Tent Caſe. Whatever God ſpe ks, may very Jo ye be 
ſaid to be ſpoken by the Holy Ghoſt, becauſe God always 
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ſpeaks to his Prophets by the Inſpiration of his Holy. Spi- 
rit; and whatever is ſpoken by the Holy Ghoſt, may 
likewiſe very properly be ſaid to be ſpoken by God, be- 
caufe it is ſpoken to the Prophets by that Spirit which - 
God has given them.

Admitting the Truth of the 41ban»fran Doctrine, the 
Author of this famous Creed has expreſſed himſelf more 
exactly and ſully, more plain] 1 and clearly, upon the 
Point than the Apoſtles themſelves, who were endued 
with the miraculous Giſt of the Holy. Gboſt. They 
have given us a clear and diſtirẽt Account of one God 
and Father of all, of one Lord or Chriſt, and one Holy 
Ppjirit, but that theſe three Perſons are one God, and 
that it is neceſſa-y to Salvation to believe this Doctrit 
dere the Apoſtles are entirely ſilent, ard have leſt us in 
the dark. We muſt learn this from - the Athanaſian 
Creed, wrote by an obſcure Author, Who liyed four or 
five hundred Vears aſter their Times, when the Church 
began to be corrupted with the Worthip of Saints, Re- 
lieks, and other groſs 9 ons.

In the latter Part of the foregoing Chapter, the Wor- 
ſlip of the Lord God Almighty is repreſented ina very 
ſolemn and majeſtic Mann er; and in this Chapter we 
have an Account of a new Worſhip eſtabliſhed by. the 
expreſs Authority of Almighty God; and the Reaſon is 
particularly ſet forth, upon which it is founded: I muſt 
beg you to attend carefully to this Account, and you 
may obſerve that our Saviour 1s defcribed under the Cha- 
racter of a Lamb; and that the Ground of the Worthip 
here paid to the Lamb, is not a being equal to God, 
not his being one God with the Father, not becauſe he 


was employed by God as an inferior Inſtrument in the 


Creation of the World; the Lamb, I ſay, is not wor- 
ſhipped upon any of theſe Reaſons, but expreſly becauſe 
he was lain, and redeemed us to God hy his Blood. Here 
it is declared; that the Worſhip paid to Chriſt is an in- 
ferior Worſlirp ; for farely- a Worſhip exprefly founded 
upon having redeemed us 10 God by his Blod, and being 
Aain, cannot poſſibly be of fo high, a Nature as the 
Worſhip offered up to the ſupreme Lord of all rational 
Beings, by whofe Authority the Son himſelf was ſent to 
take our Nature upon him; in Obedience to whoſe Com- 
mands he underwent the Miſferies of this mortal. Liſe; 
was at laſt put to a painful and ſcandalous Death; and. 
by whole Maron be WAGThEATIT, gteat Dignity and 
Honour, as to receive Honiage from the Saints in Hea- 


ven and in Earth, jy Account of his extraordinary 


Merits. The Worſhip, therefore, paid, to Chriſt, is 
properly r AI of the Worſhip of the one 

fupreme GodandFarhet of all, entirely derived from 
his Commands, and redounds to his ultimate Glory.

And remarkable it is, thar whereas thro' the 
Book of Rewelations ſolemn Worſhip is chiefly paid to 
Almighty God, who is repreſented as fitting upon the 
Throne, very often by falling down and -worthipping 
im only; and fometimes Honour, Blefling, and Glory 
are aſcribed to the Lamb, together with God; there 
is no Inſtance of any ſort of Worſhip paid to the ſeven 
Spirits, though expreſly ſaid to be preſent at the fame 


time.
